“1 have felt greatly em barrassed In this 
cnf-e by the fact th a t I have been forced 
to review in cham bers ap Interlocutory 
<»r(lf*r entered in cham bers by one of m y 
associates. 
O rdinarily th e Judge first 
tnkinir cognizance of such m a tte r is allow- 
1(1 (o retain control of It until tlic opening 
of the term to which its process Is retu m - 
ablf'. 


In justico to l>oth Judge Thom pson and 
my ■ '!f, it should be borne In m ind th a t 
(ho jiHlgo who pn.sses upon an application 
for a i(*mpnrary injunction does not have" 
»ho bonoijt of a full presentation of .both 
sidos oí the case, nor of tim e for delibera» 
lion, 
lie m ust act under stress of eñierr 
scncy. He is moved to preserve th e statii 
iiuo. th a t no rights m ay be lost during th e 
nccessary tim e for a more form al and full 
investigation a s to the m erits of the conf 
trovorsy. 


“ A h to the questions di.scusBed, I affi of 
opinion th a t the court has juiisd|iction. 


“ 1 am also of th e opinion th a t jio such 
co n tra ctu ra l relations exist between th e 
sta te o f Illinois and the Uiklted S tates as 
w ould m ak e It the duty of the legislature 
to co n tin u a lly appropriate money out of 
th e sta te treasu ry for the purpose of keep­ 
in g th e canal perpetually navigable. 


“These two questions appear to me to be 
free from difflciilty. 
^ 


“The difficult question is to det<^*inlne 
the tru e m eaning of the language found 
in the constitution, I have given th is fea­ 
tu re of the case'as full and fair considera­ 
tion as I am capablc of and am of the 
opinion th at, as w as stated In the conven­ 
tion bj' the au th o r of the clausc In ques­ 
tion, ‘this (clause) doès not ^ u c h the 
power of the general asseitably to keep the 
canal in rep air.' 
T his Interpretation of 
the clause passed unchallenged In the con­ 
vention th a t fram ed th e constitution and 
has been accepted and acted upon a s the 
tn ie interpretation, by both th e leghilative 
and executive departm ents of th e state 
governm ent, ever since th e constitution 
w as adopted.

British Victoria Cross and the Prtis^ 
sian Iron Cross, 'and far' above' the 
French Legion of Honor of 
The medal of honor as .a rt^^Ìàr^is-;' 
tinction for valor dates from JTuly 
12,1862, but before that inedals!irore 
given by congress for extraprdmaiÿ' 
courage and conduct in .war. 


The first medal awarded was a 
gold medal voted: on March-25V 
to George .Wàshington “for his '^ae

The gold medal voted to Washing­ 
ton was ordered from Paris and was 
some yeaw in preparation. But the 
pimpler silver medal awarded Ix)uÌ8 
Ic'Fleury was made in America and 
v/as the first distinction of that kind 
conferred by the United States to be 
rctually delivered to its recipient and 
to be worn by its winner. 


After Yorktown Colonel Fleury 
scrvcil France in India, whence he 
cturned in 1790. He continued in 
netive ser^’^ice until 1792, wHen, dur- 
iiiff the retreat from Mons, his horse 
foil and he was ridden over by a regi­ 
ment of. the enemy’s cavalry. Per­ 
manently disabled he was forced to 
retire from the army. But this sol­ 
dier on three continents and winner 
of a new nation’s first war medal was 
not permitted to end his days in 
peace. In 1794 . he was executed at 
*aris, one of the later victims of the 
reipn of terror.

Thus the first man actually to re- 
c.-*ive a medal for distinguished mili- 
ttry service from the United States, 
'fter figrhtinfir for liberty hero and 
'nr his own country wherever she 
.;nt him. perished at last on the .seaf-

One of the saddest accidents that 


has happened in the city, for some 
time occurred Thursday evening 
about 6 o’clock, whereby Roy Bryson, 
a bright T>romising boy 15 years of 
age, haid his life crushed out benea 
an electric car on West State street 
in front of the residence of Frank 
'Elliott. 


Thé boy was riding 
a 
bicycle 
west on the street and according to 
the report of those who witnessed the 
dreadful accident had been riding in 
the middle of the car track. Jus: 
after passing the Park street switeh 
however, he turned off the track to 
the south side of the street, continu­ 
ing near the south side rail. An open 
electric car No. 25, in charge 
Motorman Harry Ballard and Con 
diictor Dan Kelly, was approaching 
from the west crowded with peopr 
returning from the Brooklyn church 
burgoo at 
the fair grounds. 
As 
Bryson neared the car he sudden 
turned his wheel and attempted to 
cross in front of the car, but was 
caught and crushed 
beneath 
the 
trucks and machinery, one of the 
wheels passing over his right foot 
The car was emptied in a second anc 
all hands took hold and tilted the car 
while Conductor Kelly and Conductor 
McHenry, of the approaching car 
from the east, assisted by severa 
othere, lifted the prostrate form 
Bryson from beneath the car and laic 
him on the grass plot in front of Mr 
Elliott’s residence. 


Dr. Blanche Epler, who is visiting 
at the home of her parents, opposite 
the Elliott residence, was on the scene 
few moments after the accident 
happened and Dr. F. P. Norbury hac 
started from his residence à little 
further down the street, attracted by 
the crowd, but not knowing that an 
accident had occurred. 


It was evident to the physicians a 
a glance that the boy was probably 
fatally injured, as blood was issuing 
from his left ear, nose and mouth 
and also from a laceration of the left 
femoral artery caused by the disloca 
tion of the left femur from the hip 
joint, which protruded throngh the 
groin about four inches. The doctors 
could find IÌO pulse and their efforts 
were, directed toward stopping the 
flow of blood and a hurry call was sent 
to Cherry’s bam for thé ambulance, 
In the meantime Alden 
Brown 
brought some pillows from his home 
and Bryson was laid on thèse. 


As soon as the ambulance arrivée 
he was hurriedly taken to Passavant 
hospital. Dr. F. P. Norbury, George 
Stacjr and Henry Northrup wen 
along in the ambulance and Dr. Car 
E. Black, who had been previously 
notified, met theni at the hospital 
Brvson was at once placed upon the 
operating table, but at a glance the 
doctors saw that the case was hope­ 
less and before anythi^ was attempt­ 
ed in the way of dressing his injuries 
death ensued. Bryson made no re­ 
sponse to questions that were re­ 
peatedly asked him and never re­ 
gained consciousness from the first 
although at thé hospital while on the 
operating table he remarked **Let me 
down on thé ground.” A^ more care- 
fill examination of his injuries re­ 
vealed a dèep cut on the head^back 
of the right ear, four inches^ long, 
fracture of thé left fore ann in two 
places and also fracture of right hip. 
His right foot was also crushed ana 
there were also numerous body 
bruises and internal injuries, the na­ 
ture of w!|Uch are not known. 


The accident attracted 
a lai^e 
crowd, but no one was able to identify 
the boy and not until after 8 o’clock 
was it learned definitely who the boy 
was. 
Meanwhile Coroner Re^molds 
had been notified and had removed 
the Body from the hospital to the 
morgue in the rear of the Anderson 
undcrtakino' establishment. 
Shortly 
after 8 o’clock J. W. Bryson, of 545 
North Pine street, in company with 
6. L. Mather, a neighbor, came to 
the Anderson undertakincr parloris 
and the ionner stated that he had 
been informed his son had met vrith 
an accident. When told that-the hoy 
Was dead a few' moments latér his 
grief was pitiful to behold aiid he 
sank down, into a chair and wept Uke 


among a 
dates. 
; Coroiner R ^olds impanelled a 
jury as soon as the identity of Bryson 
was esiiUilished, composed of the fol­ 
lowing persc^: Edward Begle, fore­ 
man, Charles Sanders, C. F. Corring- 
ton, 
p. [Owen, John CarroU and 
Orlando Biixter, clerk. The jury 
viewed t^ remains and then took an 
adjournment until 9 
o’clock 
this 
morning, wh^ tiiey will meet at the 
court-house and hear the testimony 
of witnesses to the accident.
